THE JOURNEY OF THE FRENCH MINISTER 
' AT WASHINGTON TO THE CAPITAL OF 
THE CONFEDERATES. 
Tue journey of M. Mercier, the French Minister at Wash- 
ington, to Richmond, the present seat of the Confederate 
Government, has doubtless a grave political intention, 
though what intention, or whose intention, it is not easy to 
know. Very probably M. Mercier has no precise or definite 
institutions from his Government on the subject. It is 
understood that he has on several occasions asserted that 
his Government has intrusted him with an ample discretion, 
and it may not improbably be that he is at present acting 
intheexercise of that discretion. The French Emperor 
well knows. the occasional advantages of a convenient vague- 
ness; and we do not doubt that M. Mercier well knows what 
are the wishes of his Government, though he may not have 
precise and authoritative intimations respecting them. Up 
tothe present time M. Mercier has always been very popular 
at Washington, and has always used language friendly to 
the Federal cause. Even now we believe he has intimated 
that. he only wishes to explain to the Confederates the 
strength of their enemies, and the necessity of some sub- 
mission; but how far such language is to be literally and 
}) eatirely believed is a difficult thesis, on which very much 
j; Might be said if it were respectful to say it. 
ere can be no doubt that the French Emperor would 
ly see the American civil war ended if it were possible, 
e should all be glad to see itended. All Europe, with trivial 
exceptions, believes that the present struggle can have no 
geod end ; that it is at the best, and according to the state- 
ment of its most authoritative and intelligent expounders, an 
‘Attempt to perpetuate by force a Union which can, in truth, 
bemaintained only. by good-will. We are suffering great evils 


|} fom this struggle ; we are about to suffer much greater; 


é We are about—though as yet we hardly realise the fact 
}j7~*© suffer much more acutely and much more extensively 
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than we have suffered for years, We do so from an attachment 
to moral principle, and a conscientious adherence to inter- 
national law. But we are not equally sure that these motives 
would be equaily influential on the other side of the Channel, 
The French cotton manufacture is not comparable to ours, 
but it is nevertheless very considerable and important. A 
much smaller amount of commercial uneasiness produces in 
France more political uneasiness than is understood here. The 
foundations of political society are very much weaker, and 
every one has there the mischievous habit of expecting Go- 
vernment to intervene in every calamity, and to do some- 
thing in every misery, Jf any practicable intervention of 
the French Government would effectually close the Ameri- 
ean civil war, and assuage the French suffering whieh that 
war causes and threatens to cause, sooner or later that Go- 
vernment would intervene. The Emperor would perhaps 
not be disinclined to it, and the people would compel it, 

But is there any such practicable, easy, conclosive inter- 
vention? We fear not. It is certainly possible for the 
French Emperor to send a fleet which would open the 
cotton ports, which would protect the coasts of the South 
from the expeditions of the North. But would that con- 
clude the struggle? That fleet could not remain there 
for ever. It could not calm the passions now aroused; 
it would not mitigate them; it might intensify them. 
As soon as it is withdrawn, the same men would stand 
opposed as before, with the same deadly enmities in the 
same circumstances. Would not the war break out afresh? 
Would not the intervention leave at its close a keener hatred 
and a more angry struggle than it found at its commence- 
ment ? 

Tn the face of this plaio difficulty, wedo not expect that the 
French Emperor will really intervene in the American eivil 
war, though we should not like to hazard a confident predie- 
tion on a matter so very difficult. But we have no doubt he 
would like to be busy in the matter. The French policy is 
always restless, and it is not disagreeable to the French tem- 
per to take a part in all the greas affairs of a complicated 
world. M. Mercier may propose some mediation, draw out 
some outline of a compromise, suggest some shadowy arrange- 
ment in conformity with European opinion. Sueh media- 
tion would not probably be successful. On the contrary, the 
North would still insist on union and the South would still in- 
sist on disunion. Even when this great issue is once solved, 
there are a host of minor topics of debt, territory, and mu- 
tual relations adequate to be pretences for fifty wars if pretences 
were required. No mediation now could settle these controver- 
sies between infuriated combatants who have not yet ascer- 
tained their relative military strength. But it is very likely 
that M. Mercier may offer such a mediation, and in all diseus- 
sions upon the American civil war, we must bear in mind that 
the active interference of the French Emperor is a latent 
possibility which should never be omitted from our caleu- 
lations, though the perpetual presence of so fitful an element 
must necessarily tend to perplex and farther confase a prob- 
lem which even without that addition was sufficiently arduous. 


FRENCH NOTIONS ABOUT MEXICO. 


TurreE is something strangely and offensively cynical in the 
ideas and language of the political Frenchman. We doubt 
whether any French statesman can be found—certainly we, 
jn a pretty wide acquaintance, have never known or heard of 
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more than one (and he is dead)—who in international 
matters has the faintest perception of morality or justice,— 
of any principle, that is, that ought to be respected or of any 
alien rights that ought to be considered when the interest or 
the glory of France is at stake. Liberals and Conserva- 
tives, Orleanists and Imperialists, Legitimists and Republi- 
cans, Voltairians and Ultramontanists, are all alike in this 
respect. They do not appear even to understand that another 
nation or a weak nation can by possibility bave rights 
which must be held sacred, or possessions which may not 
be encroached upon, if the wishes or the welfare of their own 
country dictate the violation of the one or the annexation 
of the other, This singular mental perversion or incapacity 
in men often remarkable for ability and high-mindedness on 
other srbjects and where no national objects are involved, 
is the result partly of an inherent dulness of the moral sense, 
and partly of a national vanity which unquestionably 
has much to justify both its vagaries and its excess. 
It is impossible to read any French historian without 
noticing that the immutable claims of justice seldom 
appear to be thought applicable to public or to foreign 
affairs: with them the moral qualities of an action 
are nothing—its adaptation to its end is everything. The 
Frenchmen who have carried this peculiarity to its greatest 
length and in whom it has been most offensively manifested 
are M. Thiers, the First Napoleon, and the present occupant 
of the Imperial throne. But this natural obtuseness is 
fostered by another national characteristic. A Frenchman 
has a sincere and ineradicable conviction that he can govern 
and develop any country far better than its native rulers; 
that it must be an absolute blessing for any land to pass 
under his administration; that he cannot even occupy a 
foreign territory for a short time without leaving traces of 
good behind him ; that in truth, with him, a course of con- 
quests is ipso facto and of necessity a course of beveficence, 
He really thinks that he is the great civiliser and improver 
of humanity. He goes about doing good. 

These peculiarities have been seldom displayed with so 
much naive simplicity, so much serious conviction, or so 
much unconscious cynicism, as in M. Michel Chevalier’s 
recent papers on the occupation of Mexico, which have 
appeared in the Revue des Deux Mondes. There can be no 
doubt that they express the Napoleonic thought on the sub- 
ject as correctly as they do the national thought. We 
may be perfectly sure that M. Chevalier would not have 
written them, nor the Revue have inserted them, had 
they been out of harmony with the Imperial conception. 
Indeed they say little which was not obvious from the first, 
—little which the alternate suggestions and denials of the 
Moniteur, with their usual mingled inflation and obscurity of 
utterance, have not plainly indicated to all acquainted with 
that spécialité of style. He explains, more distinctly than 
his Master's diplomatic sentences could do, that the establish- 
ment of a Monarchy in Mexico is indispensable to maintain 
the tranquillity and to develop the resources of that splendid 
country ; that the French feel it to be their mission to effect 
this wise and beneficent purpose; that the English, true to 
their narrow and selfish policy of non-intervention, decline 
to co-operate in so glorious and disinterested an enterprise ; 
that the Spaniards are so detested there that their co-operation 
would do more harm than good, and that it would be cruel to 
the Mexicans to insist upon it; that the new Monarch of 
Austrian Race, whom the Emperor grants a congé ‘a élire to the 
natives to select, will of course require fora considerable time 
a large body-guard to assist him in maintaining peace and 
order; and that this body-guard can only consist of French 
soldiers, who have so remarkable a faculty of making them- 
selves welcome wherever they go, by their unvarying sagacity, 
courtesy, equity, gentleness, and forbearing demeanour, He 
adds that the establishment of a stable Kingdom in Mexico by 
the instrumentality of France, will be invaluable as providing 
a barrier against the Southward extension of the new 
American Confederacy. 

Now, putting asive all considerations of good faith, public 
morality, and respect for the rights of independent nations, 
it cannot be denied that many of M. Michel Chevalier’s 
premisses are indisputable, and that many of his practical

Spain, 
we fancy, will protest also, but must bear her disappointment, 
But—apart, as we said, from these considerations—we see 
no reason why we should not frankly admit that a country in| 
the condition of Mexico will probably derive great bevefit 
from French oceupation and a French protectorate, by what- 
ever lawless or high-handed proceedings it may be inaugu 
rated. The Mexicans have had nearly forty years allowed 
them in which to learn and practise the art of.self-government, 
and to prove their fitness for independence. Their failure 
has been signal and complete. They have shown themselves 
equally incapable of performing either of the two grest 
functions of a State. They have neither been able to main- 
tain peace and order at home, nor. to act with decency or 
honesty to other nations. They have broken every engage 
ment ; they have outraged every flag; and they have ex 
hibited an almost unprecedented spectacle of anarchy and 
retrogression. The French, with all their faults, have always 
been remarkable for two signal administrative excellencies. 
They have shown themselves more skilful than any otber 
race in putting down brigandage—perhaps because they are 
more rothless and unscrupulous than any other ;—and they} 
know how to enforce order and organisation in a manner 
which produces an almost magical effect in countries long} 
devastated or paralysed by governmental weakness or stt- 
pidity. They clean, they regularise, they systematise,—they 
establish simple, intelligible laws, and simple, intelligible, 
and honest coinage. We entertain no doubt that, under aa 
administration organised and directed by them, Mexico would 
in a very few years exhibit a thorough metamorphosis. She 
would become tranquil, prosperous, and progressive. ee 
would develop her resources ; she would pay her debts; 
would respect and protect foreign residents. She will 
probably be put in a position to hold her own against: the 
Southern Confederacy—if that nation should succeed im 
establishing its existence and should retain its old encroaching | 
disposition.

‘professional view of the matter. In ordinary times and 
among ordinary labourers, the weekly sums distributed to 
out-door applicants may be a very fair measure of the fize- 
tuating amount of privation, whether that arises from defi- 
cient employment or enhanced prices of food. But this is 
far from being the case with the regular respectable factory 
hands. They are proud; they are sensitive; they are loug- 
enduring. They abhor the bare idea of becoming paupers. 
They shrink from asking parish relief, both because they 
have always been taught to regard it as humiliating, 
and because it is usually doled out to them so grudg- 
ingly and so scantily. They cannot stoop to the ap- 
parent ignominy of receiving when they used to pay, and of 
standing side by side in the same crowd of petitioners with 
those who have been paupers and idlers all their lives. 
Hence all those among them—and these are happily the 
great majority—who cherish that self-respect which is about 
their most honvuurable characteristic, will do almost anj- 
thing and bear almost anything rather than “ come upon the 
‘“‘ parish,” as the phrase is. They will part with every 
piece of furniture and clothing that can possibly be spared 
before they will descend to what seems so low a depth 
They prefer to exhaust every shilling they have saved and 
every loaf of bread and pound of bacon they can borrow from 
the butcher and the baker. They prefer’ even to beg from 
those who know that with them mendicancy is no habit, but 
an exceptional and most unwilling resource. They often 
prefer even to starve. Hence we believe that the relieving 
officer is often the last man to hear of, or duly to appreciate, 
the destitution and suffering of the energetic and usually 
prosperous artisan ;—and ?¢ 1s thts class on whom the present 
crisis is pressing most heavily. 

Happily we are now in possession of a document of un- 
contested accuracy in the main, showing the actual reduction 
of employment and earnings in the cotton districts of Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire. It has been most carefully compiled, 
and is pretty complete, as far as mere factory workers are 
concerned. (Of course, in order to estimate the impoverish- 
ment and difficuliies of the district, the diminished occupation 
of all the subsidiary trades and handicrafts must be taken 
into account as well.) We give the figures as published im 
the Manchester Examiner and Times :—

It will be jf 
observed that only about one-fourth of the entire number of | 
operatives are in receipt of their usual earnings; and that. 
about one-seventh are earning no wages at all. The average 
time worked, including those who are working full time and 
those who are entirely unemployed, is about three days anda 
half instead of six. Now the usual average earnings of fae- 
tory hands, man, woman and child, range from ten to twelve 
shillings a week; and as wages have been rapidly rising 
during the last few years, the average, especially in towns, 
will be not far short of the latter sum, It appears, then, 
that 350,000 operatives (mell-hands alone) are earning five 
shillings per week less than usual ;—or, in other 
words, that 87,500 has been abstracted from the weekly 
incomes (and not much less, therefore, from the weekly 
expenditure) of one class only in the cotton districts. Now, 
unless we suppose habits of frugality and saving far greater }} 
and more general than we have any reason to believe, we

this disastrous reduction has been going on for months. The 
Poor Law Guardians may hear little of distress and nothing 
of starvation, but under such circumstances we know that 
distress and starvation must exist, and be as widely spread as 
they are silently and bravely borne. We earnestly trust, 
therefore, that the sensible observations of Mr Rickards may 
not be taken for more than they are worth ;—or, it would be 
fairer to say, may not be made the basis for inferences which 
they do not really warrant. 


THE PROGRESS OF THE CO-OPERATIVE SYSTEM 
AMONG THE WORKING CLASSES. 
Tue discussion in Parliament on Tuesday on Mr Est- 
court’s excellent measure ‘to consolidate and amend the 
“laws relating to Industrial and Provident Societies,” 
brought distinctly before the nation the direction in which 
the energies of the working classes, apparently withdrawn 
from polities, are really expended. It was in 1848-9 that 
the Chartist movements ceased, and since then we have heard 
exceedingly little of the desire of the working classes for 
political rights, though it is chiefly since that time that their 
claims have been agitated by their friends. But while the 
working men have been so silent, they have been really 
maturing plans which will, in another ten years, give them 
a far greater and more durable influence in the country 
than they could have obtained by the Charter itself. Our 
readers know well that we do not wish to see political power 
withheld from the working class, —that we have always advo- 
cated their right to a fair representation. But we must say 
we are very glad to find that they are first establish- 
ing a legitimate social claim to political influence by 
accumulating wealth and experience in the most bene- 


ficial way to the community and to themselves. The 
Co-operative Working Associations which the gentlemen 
who adopted the name of Christian Svcialists founded 
about twelve or thirteen years ago, came generally 
to an untimely end, owing to the difficulty of securing 
efficient management where the subordinate workmen 
are in fact the masters of their own manager. Indeed the Co- 
operative Shoemakers are, we believe, the only remaining 
survivors of the many Working Associations then established. 
But this difficulty evidently applies in full force only toa 
ease in which the capital is mainly subscribed in the shape 
of labour, as it was in the Societies to which we have alluded. 
The working classes saw clearly that no similar difficulty 
would beset the management of large stores and other distri- 
buting trades where a large amount of skilled labour is not 
wanted,—in which the aid might therefore be contributed in 
the shape at once of money-savings and of custom,—while 
the executive work could be intrusted to ordinary salaried 
workmen, and not to partners at all. The many per 
plexities besetting a kind of republic of labour have no appli- 
cation to such wholesale stores as are now spreading fast 
through the country, and the object of which simply is to 
procure the best gouds for the shareholders at the cheapest 
possible rates. The plan which is, we believe, most in 
favour, is for the shareholders of these stores to receive 
the surplus profits (after payment of wages and a fixed 
interest on capital) in exact proportion to the value of 
the custom they have given. Thus the co-operative 
store is in fact an arrangement for receiving profit 
in the shape of a reduced price for goods to all sub- 
seribers. And while the great moral difficulties which 
impeded the success of the co-operative artisans did not 
exist in the way of enterprises of this sort, they did pro- 
mise a very large share of influence to the working men. 
Accordingly, since 1848 this class of distributive Associations 
has slowly been creeping into popularity, and of late years 
they have grown rapidly. Up to 1856 only 29 such socie- 
ties appear to have been founded. But since the passing of 
the Provident and Indastrial Societies Act in 1856, no less

Agriculture. 
DAIRY HUSBANDRY. 
CHANNEL ISLANDS CATTLE. 

In most of the dairy districts cheese forms by far the greater portion 
of the produce, while butter-making is in all of them giving way 
to cheese-making. ‘The result is that butter maintains a higher 
price than might be expected. It is said that dairy maids are 
becoming scarcer, and that the farmers’ wives are every year less 
willing to undergo the drudgery which butter-making from a large 
dairy of cows entails upon them. Certain it is that in no way can 
so large a money return be made from dairy stock as by making 
really good fresh butter. Whether the practice of butter-making 
might not be extended amongst small farmers, and on other than 
dairy farms, with profit to the occupiers as well as advantage to 
the public, is a question to which the attention of the rural com- 
munity may be usefully drawn. 

With dairy farmers the use of the Channel Islands cattle. is 
generally considered to be suited only for private families and 
fancy farmers, and that they are in no way worthy of the attention 
of the professional farmer. ‘This seems not to be altogether an accu- 
rate estimate of the breed. The Alderney and Guernsey cows are 
well known as large producers of butter in proportion to.their 
supplies of milk, and the experience of two herds to which we 
are about to refer seems to show that, by care, good feeding, and 
selection, the Channel Islands’ breeds may be greatly improved in 
size and beef-producing power, as well as in their quantity of milk. 

At the London Farmers’ Club, the April lecture was on “ Dairy 
Management,” in which Mr James Drumbrell, of Ditchling, 
Sussex, gave an account of his plan of making a large quantity of 
the best fresh butter for sale in Brighton. A butter-making farm 
should consist of a large proportion of permanent pasture with 
some arable land adapted to the growth of roots, and Mr Dumbrell 
said, ‘‘ for butter making, there is no breed preducing the quantity 
and quality of cream equal to the Channel Islands’ or so-called 
Alderney cow.” Most of them, however, are from Guernsey and 
Jersey, the former producing the largest animal. He would rear 
pure-bred Jersey and Guernsey cattle in this country, such being 
better adapted for our climate, and have more size and consti- 
tution than the imported cows. In ordinary dairy management 
too little attention is paid to good feeding, the poorest pastures 
and the worst hay being commonly appropriated to the dairy 
stock. This is a fundamental error. Plentiful and judicious 
feeding is as essential to the production of milk as it is to the 
production of meat. 

In addition to using the Channel Islands cows exelusively for 
his dairy, Mr Dumbrell adopts the Islands’ practice of tethering 
them during the summer. This is his explanation of ‘his plan:— 
‘* Each cow is provided with an iron stump, eighteen inches in 
length, with a tolerably stout chain attached, eline feet long, at 
the end of which is a ring; also a leather-headed halter, with | 
chain lead, four feet in length, at the end of which is a T,.s0 that |] 
it can be readily fastened to the twelve feet of chain before men- 
tioned ; each animal, therefore; has a range of sixteen feet. The ; 
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cows are staked down at equal distances, so that they do not touch 
each other. While the grass is very short, it is necessary they 
should be moved twelve or fourteen times a day. As the feed be- 
comes more abundant, they require moving less frequently. It is 
essentially necessary that only a small portion be given them at a 
time, twelve or eighteen inches being quite sufficient. In fact, the 
cows should not be allowed at any time to place their feet on the 
grass they are about to eat ; hence arises one of the advantages of 
tethering, no grass, under proper management, being wasted 


‘The grass should be eaten so close as to have the appearance of 


bemg mown. The cows must be led or have water brought to 
them twice a day. The Jersey breed are so docile that a man can 
dead five or six at one time. By the time that a dairy of, say 


twenty or twenty-five cows have been staked over eight acres of 


meadow land, it will usually be found that the grass upon that part 
of the field where they first began will be sufficiently grown to be 
gone over again; indeed, the same ground may be pastured three 
times in one season, particularly on a farm where the liquid manure 
is utilised, and which can be used nowhere with so much advantage 
as following the cows when tethered. Eight or ten acres of fair 
meatiow land will be found sufficient, in an average of years, for 
twenty-five cows, from the time they leave the stall until after hay- 
making. A great assistance to this system is the addition of some 
artificial green crops, as rye, trifolium, tares, &c. ; for, during very 
hot weather, and when fly is troublesome, milch cows are much better 
under cover in their stalls than out of doors; they should then be 
tethered during the night and the cooler parts of the day.” 

By pursuing this plan up to hay-making grass is greatly 
economised, leaving a wider breadth of hay to be made 
for winter use. He hus adopted this system for eighteen 
years, and notwithstanding the ridicule which at first attached 
to it in the neighbourhood, it is now much followed, especially 
by the smaller occupiers. ‘The cows are tethered until the 
middle of July, and during the latter part of that time, until 
the after-grass has fuliy grown, an artificial provision of food, 
such as late sown tares, is required. When in August the 
after-grass has grown, it is the best month in the year for 
butter-making, and in September and October, when the grass 
somewhat fails, the leaves of the growing mangold ure stripped 
to supplement the grass food. On the after-grass, as we 
understand, the cows are not tethered. When the weather 
becomes wet in November the cows are stalled at night, but they 
go out by day all through the winter when the weather is fine. 
‘On wet and cold land, cows cannot usually be turned out even by 
day after December. Drumhead cabbages supply succulent food 
for December and January, swedes through February and March, 
and mangold, late sown white turnips, rape, and rye are provided 
for April. Mr Dumbrell says that swedes produce more butter 
than any other root. A liberal supply of good hay, not heated, is 
given from the time the cows are stalled. No oilcake, meal, or 
— are given, it having been found that the increase of butter 

ived from the use of such substances does not repay their cost.

Domestic Lire 1s Parestine. By Mary Exiza Rocers. 
London: Bell and Daldy, 186 Fleet street. 1862. 

‘Ts modest volume is one of the most genuine books on the 
East that we have encountered for a Jong time. It is a condensed 
reeord of four years which the author spent with her brother, Mr 
E. T. Rogers, then the British Consul at Haifa, during which 
period she enjoyed fuller opportunities of penetrating into the 
domestic life of modern Palestine than usually fall to the lot of 
English travellers. Of these opportunities she freely availed her- 
self, mixing with all sects and ciasses, Mahometans, Jews, Samari- 
tans, and Christians in a friendly and sympathetic spirit, alike re- 
moved from the one-sidedness of dogmatic proselytism, or the 
* lotos-eating ” indifference of a weak latitudinarianism. The first 
few chapters record her landing at Jaffa, a brief stay at Jerusalem, 
and the journey to Haifa, her brother's post on the southern 
extremity of the bay of Acre. Afterwards follow several trips into 
the interior, and subsequent trips to Jerusalem, interspersed 
with details of life at Haifa. The whole is written in a simple, easy 
style, and in a tone of natural healthy enjoyment which is very 
pleasant. Miss Rogers does not aim at making the reader see her- 
self, but at carrying him with her to see what she saw, and in this 
she is very successful. Her descriptions are remarkably life-like 
and picturesque, and this is the case not only in the more im- 
portant scenes, but in the little details of every-day life. She has 
the artist-mind which instinctively perceives and reproduces the 
essential points of a landscape or a narrative, and disposes of the 
subordinate materials accordingly,—a gift which is, unhappily, not 
by all travellers. She displays, too, some of that power 

which is so fascinating in Layard’s Kurdish excursions and Bayard 
Taylor's “Life and Landscapes in Egypt,’—the power of con- 
veying, by a few simple touches, the marvellous atmosphere of 
beauty which seems to attend mere. existence in the East, where 
] the rich luxuriance of the cultivated regions and river-sides, the 
wide expanse of desert plains, and the brilliant colouring of the 
sky, all combine to produce an endless panorama which, in its 
menotony no less than its vividness, has a singular charm for the 


European imagination. To all this is added, of course, jn 
present case, the countless associations of Palestine, Heb 
Christian, and Crusading, in all of which Miss Rogers is thoroyohhe 
at home. The leading characteristic of the book, however, jg .

Others among Mr 
Syrian acquaintances seem to have been above the average, ang 
although bis Moslem guests were at first rather shy with his 
sister, they soon became at home with her, and always, she gq 
behaved to her “ with respectful and chivalrous kindness.” ‘ha 
Levantine ladies were rather surprised at this intercou 
explained to Miss Rogers that such a practice was forbidden tg 
Moslems by the laws of their religion. Miss Rogers accord} 
took an early opportunity of inquiring into the subject, when two 
or three of the most intelligent and learned of her Moslem friends 
were assembled one evening at the house, asking them if 
such prohibition existed which they held sacred and binding? 

They seemed to be taken by surprise, but they clearly explained ang 
proved to me that there is no law of the kind, and it is the law of custom 
only, which immures the women in their harems. Mohammed Bek gaig 
that their women are now quite unfitied for socieiy, and would not know 
how to conduct themselves in the presence of strangers. “If we gay 
them liberty, they would not know bow to use it. Their heads are made 
of wood. They are not like you. When you speak, we no | 
remember that you are a girl; we think we ate listening to a sheik, To 
live in the world knowledge and wisdom are necessary. Our wives and 
daughters have neither wisdom nor knowledge. Give them wisdom, and 
we will give them liberty.” 

Few portions of the book are more attractive than Migs 
Rogers's description of her visits to Jerusalem and the TS 
scenery which surrounds it, —the freshness and beauty of whi 
she vividly paints. Her journey from Haifa to Jerusalem is also 
very interesting, being full of curious and romantic incidents 
One episode of this journey, a night passed in a harem at Arabeh, 
is especially good. We must give a fragment of her conversation 
with these Moslem ladies, the wives of Saleh Bek (Governor of 
Haifa) and his brother :— 

I observed that there was a little whispering snd consultation goingon 
among the women, and then Helweh came and eat by me and said, “ Are 
you married?” I said “‘ No,” and they answered, “‘ Why then have you 
left your father and mother? Are they not kind to you?” I told them 
how good they were, and how my mother taught me to speak and read 
and write my own language, and the languages of other people, I tried 
to make them understand bow English parents educate their children, 
Werdeh said, “It is much better to marry, and to stay at home, than to 
travel about the country; for the dangers are great vow in this time of 
war, and the women should stay at home.” Sit Sfire said, “ Werdeb 
bas spoken wisely; why do you not marry?” I answered, “ Ya siti, 
there are no men of my country here; how can I marry?” Sara thea 
said, ‘ You speak our language like a stranger, but sweetly. An Arsd 
would take you. Why do you not marry an Arab?” 1 replied (very 
much amused), ‘“‘ My mother is not here to find a husband for me. How 
can I marry?” I thought this would settle the question at once in their 
estimation; but Sit Sara said, “‘I will be your mother, and bring you t 
a husdand. My brother is a Cadi, a great Judge of Nabidis; he looks for 
a wife, he has only three, He will love you because you are white.” | 
answered laughingly, “‘ Thank you, oh my mother! what preparations 
must I make, and when must | be ready?” Sit Sara considered fors 
moment, and then said, “ How many camels has your father got?” | 
replied, “ My father has no camels. In my country there are only three 
or four living camels kept as curiosities, in a house in a beautifu garden, 
with servants to watch over them and take care of them. We haves 
few stuffed camels also, in a large glass house.” At this they all laughed 
loudly, and cried, “‘Ob, most marvellous!’ Sara continued, “ Are your 
father’s olive trees new and fruitful?” ‘‘ My father has no olive trees” 
At this they were still more surprised. Sfra eaid, ‘ Your father has gold. 
He will give you of his gold, and precious stones, and a red box, full of 
clothes and towels, some silk cushions, a red wooden cradle, and much 
soap.

Here I find no companions like those 
I have left in Damascus. Here nearly all the Arab women live like 
peasants, and are very ignorant. They tattoo and paint themselves 
parbarously. They wear heavy silver head ornamente, which are only fit 
to put upon the heads of horses. They do not keep their houses, them- 
selver, or their children clean, I cannot associate with them; while the 
few who bave had the opportunity of learning some European language, 
and have married into European or semi-European families, have almost 
ceased to be Arabs.

To these 
he has prefixed a sketch of the latest aspect of our colonies in 
ae whose growth is so prodigious that the most 

ly prepared reports of their social and material condition be- 
comes at the end of a year or so totally out of date, and inapplicable 
to their altered circumstances. It becomes the task of successive 

writers “to fix ere it pass the Cynthia of the minute,” and register a 

series of changes, not due to caprice, but to a growth as steady as it 

is rapid and astonishing. 

As the title will show, Mr Westgarth does not confine himself 
to modern history, if such a term may be used when the earliest 
records do not extend back beyond the middle of the sixteenth 
century, at which time the Portuguese are believed to have disco- 
vered the existence of a land which, under the name of Great Java, 
is marked down on a map in the British Museum, dated 1542, as 
“an extensive tract of country to the Southward of the Moluccas” 
lately hit upon by the Dutch. From this date, piece by piece, the 
numerous islands of Australasia were brought to light. Mr West- 
garth tells his readers, succinctly enough, how and by whom, and 
brings the history of each down to the present day. He gives full 
and valuable statistics of the British Settlements, illustrating their 
wonderfal progress ; relates the various efforts of exploring parties 
in Australia, and their resulis; and discusses, in his preface, the 
political aspect of colonial affairs in a sensible and judicious manner. 
As an epitome of all that is known about, and all that has been 

in Australia, this little work is all that can be desired.

WE have always had an insuperable repugnance to the practice of 
keeping birds in confinement, but we are bound'to say that Miss 
Maling’s methods of bird management, as expounded in this little 
manual, would remove many of our objections, so far as the happi- 
ness of the birds is concerned. Her system is a sort of compound 
of freedom and imprisonment, in which the latter is minimised ; 
and she is evidently too fond of her pets to persist in caging them 
when they are rendered permanently unhappy by it. But on the 
other hand, it strikes us that to lavish upon birds all the time and 
care which her methods require for their comfort and health, 
is to reverse the natural order of creation, and to make man serve 
the inferior animals instead of being served by them. For m- 
valids who cannot bear the fatigue of mental labour, or the noise 
of children, and who need that amusement to be brought to them 
which they cannot go out to seek, the domestication of birds may 
afford a graceful and enlivening pleasure ; and to such persons 
Miss Maling’s pleasantly-written account of her own experience 
will be very useful and acceptable. But no one who has the 
duties of life to fulfil could spare time and space for all the minute 
attentions and elaborate constructions which are here described, 
and which, after all, can only succeed in waking the birds nearly 
as happy as they would be in their natural state. Houses for 
men, women, and children, and the greenwood for birds, seem the 
most appropriate arrangements that can be made for the re- 
spective races.

Paris, Thursday. 


This is the season at which the great Companies hold their 
annual meetings, and several meetings have been held within the 
last few days. The shareholders of the Credit Mobilier assembled 
yesterday, ‘and the Directors presented a detailed report on the 
operations of 1861. This document begins by noticing the diffi- 
culties, consisting of wars, scarcities, and commercial crises which 
this Company has had to encounter during the ten years it has 
existed, and by declaring that the future presents itself under 
favourable colours. It then at some length passed in review the 
situation of the foreign enterprises founded by the Company ; 
namely, the Austrian Railways ; the Russian Railways; the Spanish 
Credit Mobilier ; the North of Spain Railway ; the ‘Canalisation of 
the Ebro; and the Central Swiss and West of Switzerland Rail- 
ways. On the Russian Railways the report declares that though 
negotiations with the Russian Government have had the effect of 
“ preserving the Company from the perils which menaced it,” 
they have not completely satisfied either it or the Government ; 
and from which it saysabout the Austrian Railway it appears that 
the relations between the Company and the Austrian Govern- 
ment are not altogether satisfactory. The report having dis- 
posed of foreign affairs, proceeds to notice the principal French 
affaire, founded or patronised by the Credit Mobilier. They 
are the Gas Company of Paris; the Compagnie Immobilitre 
(Building Company of Paris); the Southern Ruilways; and the 
Compagnie Generale Transatlantique (ex-Compagnie Maritime) 
formed to establish steam communication between France and 
different parts of America; and of all these a favourable account 
is given. Next, the report describes the situation of the 
Company on the 3lst of December last. This situation 
was as follows:—The Company possessed in rentes, shares, 
and bonds, 95,858,484f 83c ; the bills discounted amounted to 
6,586,890f 24c ; the reports (continuations) on the Bourse to 
16,826,901f 65c; advances to Companies, 13,647,901f 7c; house 
of the Company and furniture, 1,449,580f 89c; cash in hand or 
at Bank, and dividends to receive, 16, 287 ,038f 30c; total, 
150,656, 796f 98c (6,026,2711). This total, the report adds, was 
obtained in this way :—By capital, 60,000,000f; current accounts 
and various credits, 83,314,442f 85c; reserve fund, 2,000,000f ; 
balance of account of profit and loss, 6,342,354 13¢. With respect 
to the rentes, shares, and bonds held by the Company, the report says 
that, for “ reasons not necessary to meution, a detail of those secu - 
rities cannot be given, but that they produced an average interest 
of 6 per cent.” It says, also, that the profits of 1861 were dimi- 
nished by different causes, by the sale of certain unprofitable share:, 
and by-a loss of 500,000f in an Insurance Company against Hail. 
The gross receipts of the Company in 1861 were :—Interest and 
profits of investments, 6,594,582f 15c ; profits from investments of 
bonds and commissions, 259,110f 8le; receipts from the Caisse 
des Depots, &e., 92:300f ; balance standing over from 1860, 
8,191f 95e—total, 6,954, 184f 91c. From this total must be de- 
ducted for expenses of management, repairs, taxes, assurances,

COTTON SUPPL Yi 
TO THE EDIYOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

S1r,—I venture to claim space in your columns for a few re- 
marks relative to the present prospects of the cotton supply, and 
the anomalous condition of the Manchester market for manufae- 
tured goods. In your issue of Saturday last you raise a voice of 
warning as to the increasing probability of the indefinite retention 
in the Southern States of the last cotton crop now stored there, 
and it is to be feared that you migit have added that there ismo 
hope of its release for many months to come. In a few weeks, the 
river will have become unnavigable until October next, and at 
present all the available means of transport are employed for the 
purposes of the war. Risks of incendiarism of course exist, and 
of the extent of the stored crop it is difficult to obtain a reliable 
estimate, but itis generally supposed to consist of about three 
millions of bales. The next important question is, will another 
crop be planted this season, the latest time for which will have 
pas:ed away at the end of the present month? It is asserted by 
many connected with the South, that xo cotton will be grown, that 
the ground will be occupied exclusively with raising food crops, 
and that the planters will not incur the risks of destruction, that 
they would be unable to store the cotton, if raised, should the war 
continue, and that it would bea suicidal policy to.add to stocks 
already lying valueless. No definite conclusion, in the present 
state of uncertainty, can be arrived at on any of these points ; but 
that the supply of cotton from America may be withheld indefi- 
nitely, and the future cultivation be deranged for a lengthened 
period, is unhappily no mater of doubt. Coeval with this state 
of things, a great distrust prevails both at Liverpool and Man- 
chester, and with production of cotton goods reduced nearly one- 
half, the most lifeless demand exists, and can only be supplied at 
a ruinous loss to the manufacturers, while the majority of foreign 
markets show a still greater loss on the quotations current in 
Manchester. With the consumption of cotton reduced from 
48,000 to about 30,000 bales per week, stocks.accumulate in Man- 
chester, and a further resort to short time is generally considered 
advisable. 

These facts have become apparent, and have been more or less 
commented on by the Press during the past six months, and it has 
been frequently asserted that they are an evidence that a vast 
over-production of gcods must have been going on, and that the 
short supply and high price of cotton came most opportunely to 
check the tendency, That the exaggerated manufacturing profits 
of 1860 led to an undue extension of mill power is most probable, 
but if so, that was an evil which the ordinary relations of supply 
and demand would speedily have rectified. For the stagnation 
which is now so universal we must look for other influences, 
To investigate them critically I must venture to trespass more 
than I could wish to do upon your columns ; I will therefore ex- 
press myself as concisely as possible. 

Up to the year 1856 a progressive increase in the exports of 
British cotton took place, to which a check was given in the panic 
year of 1857, in which year our exports of cotton goods amounted 
to 39,000,000/. In 1858, they advanced with a strong demand to 
43,000,000/. In 1859, with prices constantly advanving, and 
requirements from India and China which kept the mills under 
contract for months in advance, exports increased to 48,000,0002. 
In 1860, India and China fully supplied, the demand from the 
other parts of the world kept full and increasing prodaction going, 
at exceedingly high prices, until towards the close of the year, 
which resulted in an export of 51,000,000/, with no accumulation 
of stocks at Manchester. In the past year, 1861, the Indian con- 
sumption received a severe check from the wide-spread famine, and 
the American difficulties have led to the loss of the direct trade 
and seriously impaired the financial capabilities of the continental 
buyers, so dependent upon a successful trade with that country. 
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The advance which has taken place in goods (although most tri- 
fling as compared with the cost of cotton) has been sufficient to in- 
duce all en in the trade of supplying the consumptive 
demand to dispose of their stocks with as little replenishment as 
possible, in the obvious uncertainty as to the termination of the 
Southern blockade, which would at once have had the effect of 
knocking down prices of goods, at allevents temporarily. Surplus 
stocks, eae so held must at length be exhausted, and in a 
short time, at the present rate of production, the necessities of 
consumption must far outstrip the capability of supply. ‘he 
immense and profitable trade of 1859-60, carried on at prices but 
little below those now current, would seem to indicate that sur- 
plasage of stock did not commence until 1861. The total average 
production of Manchester cotton manufactures in 1858-59-60 was 
70,000,000! per annum, of which the average export was 
47,000,0001, and the home consumption 23,000,000/. It is diffi- 
cult to see that more than one-half of this production can be 
maintained without a renewal of shipments of cotton from 
America. 

In the meantime the uncertainty of the American prospects must 
continue, and with cotton goods in India showing a loss upon 
Manchester prices of 20 to 25 per cent., no confidence can be felt 
there in the continuance of a demand for the raw material for 


their production, to be converted likewise at a heavy loss by the 
manufacturer. 


Assuming, therefore, that the American supply of cotton is 
stopped under any of the eventualities above referred to, to India 
alone can we turn for a substitute. It is most important, there- 
fore, that exaggerated expectations should not be raised of her 
immediate capabilities, and the danger of the ‘ wolf” scarcity at 
length coming upon us be underrated. We must remember that 
ifthe American ports continue closed, they continue closed to 
Europe, and that instead of a supply of four millions of bales of 
cotton coming in to meet the production of the mills in 1862 to 
that amount, we shall be fortunate to obtain a million of bales from 
all other quarters. In support of these views, I would venture 
to express an opirion, based upon a long acquaintance with 
the East India cotton trade, that India will not export in 
the present year so large a quantity of cotton as in 1861. 
The previous year, 1860, was a most disastrous one for 
Indian cotton, which in England, owing to the large 
American crop, went almost out of consumption, terrible losses 
were incurred and stocks accumulated in Bombay and in the 
districts. These were brought out and added to the new crop 
under the influence of the altered prices of last year, and the 
China trade being fortuitously closed, Bombay exported to Great 
Britain 931,077 bales, against 469,6]1 bales in the previous year. 
The actual imports of the whole growth of cotton into Bombay 
for the past four years were as follows :-—

The crop of cotton this year now being ingathered is reported 
a month late, which will greatly diminish the quantity which can 
be brought down to the shipping ports before the setting in of 
the rains closes the communication. As to extension of cultiva- 
tion, when the present crop was planted prospects were too un- 
certain, and an extension of 100,000 acres of cultivation would 
biy be an outside estimate, which would probably result in 
an addition of 50,000 to 60,000 bales to the crop. With the con- 
tinuance of present prices, a much more extended stimulus would 
doubtiess be given to cultivation. It is evident, however, that such 
rates are fraught with peril to mercantile shippers of Indian cot- 
ton: a steady demand maintained for a continuance, at remunera- 
tive prices, although materially below those now current, can alone 
lead to an extension of cultivation in India. Were circumstances 
to destroy the power of America to produce cottton in adequate 
quantities, India could supply her place, but in a struggle of com- 
petition India must retire from the field. 


Should the threatened dearth of cotton really come, I believe 
that orders to any extent, at sufficient prices, sent ont before the 
next Indian planting season, might be executed by extended cuiti- 
vation. Such remedy the manufacturers would appear to have in 
their own hands.—Yours respectfully, A. R.

By the West India mail, we have received the following :—Jamaica, 
April 8.—The fire had given a serious check to business, but several of 
the merchants who lost their places of business in the conflagration had 
taken other stores and resumed their usual avocations. The stocks 
destroyed were of almost every description of trade, but the heavier losses 
fall on the dry goods merchants, many of whom, however, we are glad 
to say, were insured, Trade is much depressed, and, notwithstandi 
large lots of flour, meal, and pork were consumed in the fire, the supply 
of American goods at market is ample, corn being the only article which 
may be considered scarce, Corn was very much in demand in conse 
quence, and prices had advanced, parcels changingdands at 12s per 
Sales of flour were made at 34s to a large extent, but during the last 
few days holders had exhibited more firmnese ; no saler, however, were 
reported at a higher figure. There were no sales of East India rice to 
report. Patna of inferior quality sold at 19s, and red rice fetched 135 
to 13s 6d. No pimento at market. Sugar realised 158 to 164, Ip 
freights there was some inquiry for tonnage tu England. The weather 
continued very dry,‘and in some part of the island the drought was 
severely felt. The ponds were fast drying up, and man and beast were 
suffering dieadfully for want of water. The public health was good, 
At Lucia to the 10th ult., the weather continued fine. The mills and 
boiling-houses were in full operation, so much 80 that to that date there 
were 700 hhds of sugar shipped more than at the corresponding period 
of last year, The weather has been variable at Demerara up to April 7, 
rain and sunshine rapidly succeeding each other. The exports for the 
fortnight were:—Sugar, 1,457 hogsheads, 22 tierces, 383 barrels, 100 
begs; molasses, 4 casks ; rum, 563 puocheons, 48 hogsheads, 8 barrels ; 
cocoa-nuts, 1,990; timber, 100 feet. Advices from Grenada which 
reach to the 8thult. contain nothing of importance. The weather con- 
tinued to favour the proper operations of the crop season, which were 
all proceeding without interruption. The probability was that the 
sugar crop would not be long in the taking off, but that 
it would exhibit a considerable falling off compared with the 
quantity produced last year. The rum _ crop would also fall 
short, and cocoa preducers had a somewhat gloomy prospect before 
them. As a consequence, trade was generally dull with the merchants, 
and there was little or no money stirring. Business im the French West 
India Islands is reported to be very dul!, arrivala from Europe and the 


United States being few. Sugar-making was proceeding vigorously under 
the advantages of fine weather.

With regard to the London freight market of the past month, Messrs 
Seymour, Peacock, and Co,, observe:—With the exception of the 
Peruvian guano trade, chartering business has been very dull since the 
jaue of'our circular of the Ist ultimo, Outward freights to India and 
China continue searce and unremuterative, the current rates being lower 
for coals, and the demand for general cargoes still very languid. The 

er trade to Australia has improved, the ships recently despatched 
ving obtained unusually large numbers of emigrants; and the 
extraordinary accounts from the gold-fields of British Columbia have 
stimulated emigration to that distant region. The position of American 
affairs is by 00 means reassuring; the Federal successes are too equi- 
yocal to promise an early termination of the war. Guano chartering for 
account of the various contractors to the Peruvian Government was very 
active last month. About 70,000 tons register of shipping was takeo 
up altogether. Our own engagements during last month were at 70s 
to United Kingdom, with option of Rotterdam at 75s, and Baltic 85s; 75s 
to Belle Isle for orders to a French port, and the same rate for Cowes for 
orders to Hamburg or Rotterdam (for the Rhenish provinces), and we also 
two vessels at 75s for Martinique or Guadaloupe. The engage- 
ments last month by the Emigration Commissioners were limited to two 
yessel#, viz., the Ocean Empress at 13/ 198 3d from Birkenhead to Syd- 
ney, and the Rajasthan at 14/ 7s from Birkenhead to Brisbane. The 
public coal contracts last month comprised 9,000 tons for Point de 
Galle, Cey!on, and 3,000 tons for King George’s Sound, both for account 
of the Peninsular and Oriental Company; 3,000 tons for Alexandria, and 
5,000 tons for Bermuda, for the service of the Admiralty. 

The number of travellers by railway in the United Kingdom in 1861 
was 163,435,678, besides 47,894 holders of season and periodical tickets ; 
in the whole there must have been much nearer six than five journeys in 
the year for every soul in the kingdom. The trains, passenger and goods 
trains together, travelled 102,243,692 miles, which is furtherthan going 
4,000.times round the world ; 267,134 horses and 357,474 dogs made rail- 
way journeys. The goods traffic comprised 12,083,503 cattle, sheep, and 
| pigs, and 89,857,719 tons of minerals and general merchandise.

In the corresponding week of 1852, important telegraphic 
extensions were being carried out, by which the cities of 
London, Liverpool, and Manchester would be brought into 
direct communication with all the capitals and important 
commercial towns on the Continent. Advices had been 
received of the discovery of some valuable guano islands 
near the coast of Peru. ‘The accounts from California 
promised an increased yield of gold. The London money 
market continued to show great ease. 

In 1859, the report of a Franco-Russian alliance against 
England having been contradicted, the public were beginning 
to view with comparative calmness the outbreak of the 
Italian war. Nevertheless great sensitiveness remained, 
and the rapidity with which the banks and other money- 
dealers were calling in their resources and throwing out 
stock deposited with them exercised a most severe effect 
on the Stock Exchange. Sixty members of that eetablish- 
ment had been declared defaulters. Turkish stocks, which 
in the previous week fell 20 to 22 per cent., had experienced 
a fresh decline of 5 per cent. The English funds, however, 
after falling 54 per cent., had rallied to the extent of 1}, 
The new Indian debenture loan stood at 3 discount. The 
Bank rate had been raised from 34 to 44 per cent., making 
a rise of 2 per cent. within a fortnight. France had 
announced a 3 per cent. loan for a nominal sum of 
20,000,0002, at the low price of 603. At Vienna, the great 
house of Arnstein and Eskeles had stopped payment. There 
was a panic in every market for Austrian securities on the 
Continent. 

In 1860, King Victor Emmanuel was making a trium- 
phant progress through his new Central Italian dominions. 
Encouraging advices had been received from Japan, where 
a very large trade was expected to be gradually formed. 
From America the news had arrived of the stoppage of the 
Bank of Tennessee, an establishment with a capital of 
740,000/. The proposed Reform bill continued to be dis- 
cussed in the House of Commons at great length. The 
Committee of London Bankers had adopted a resolution to 
close at three o’clock on Saturday. 

In 1861, the advices from America continued to be of 
great interest. President Lincoln had declared war on the 
seceding States, and both South and North were actively 
arming. Extensive preparations had been made for the 
defence of Washington. A heavy fall had taken place on 
the New York stock markets. From South America, the 
disastrous news had been received of the destruction by an 
earthquake of the prosperous town of Mendoza, in the Ar- 
gentine Republic, The new Austrian Council of the Empire 
had been opened. Garibaldi had returned to Caprera. 
In the House of Commons, the adjourned debate on the 
Budget was continued. A new Italtan loan of nominally 
20,000,000/ had just been announced. The money market 
was rather tighter, gold being taken from the Bank to pay 
for silver intended for India. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “ other” securities, showed, in 1852, an. excess of 
8,348,588/; in 1859, a deficiency of 3,173,343/; in 1860, 
a deficiency of 8,467,433/; and in 1861, a deficiency of 
6,705,306 In 1862, the deficiency is 3,449,3132.

EneLisu Founvs.—Notwithstanding the definitive intro- 
duction of the Russian loan of 15,000,0007, Consols have 
been firmer, and closed to-day at a recovery from the de- 
cline of last week. There has not been much business 
doing, attention being chiefly occupied with the opening of 
the Great Exhibition. Apart from the non-success of the 
new loan, the favourable weather and the satisfactory 
appearance of the growing crops appear to have chiefly 
influenced the market. Consols were first quoted, this 
morning, 93$ to 7 for money, but towards the close advanced 
to 933 to 94.

Exchequer bills slightly improved at one period of the 
week, but the rise was only temporary, and the present 
price, 17s to 20s, shows no alteration.

The failure transpired this afternoon of Messrs T. Sworder 
and Co., brewers, of Luton. The liabilities are estimated at 
130,000/, of which 40,000/ are unsecured, and the assets are 
Stated to be considerable. 

Pustic Compantes.—The annual meeting of the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia, and China took place on 
Wednesday, when the report was adopted, and a dividend 

lared at the reduced rate of 5 per cent. per an- 
num, free of income tax. It was also resolved to carry a 
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further sum of 5,000/ to the reserve, which now amounts to 
to 15,0002. It was stated that the business of the bank 
during the past half-year has been comparatively unsatis- 
factory, owing to the adverse condition of the China ex- 
change, produced partly by the Taeping rebellion, and partly 
by the effect on trade of the American civil war. The last 
mail, however,’ has brought indications of improvement, 
Looking to the future, there appears every probability of a 
great expansion of trade in India and China, especially the 
latter. The deposits of the bank, both here and abroad, 
have increased, and they now stand at about double their 
amount at the corresponding period last year. With regard to 
the liability of 20,000/ incurred through a former managerat 
Bombay who exceeded his instructions, the Directors do not 
anticipate any loss, but should any accrue, they are advised 
that they can recover on a guarantee policy of 5,000/ given 
by that officer. 


The first annual meeting of the London and South African 
Bank was held yesterday, when a dividend was ordered at 
the rate of 24 per cent. out of the available profit of 10,5417. 
Since the commencement of business in May last the opera- 
tions of the bank were stated to have been satisfactory, and 
no bad or doubtful debts have been incurred. The establish- 
ment has afforded grea®#assistance and convenience to the 
colonists. The note circulation is 10,000/, the deposits 
50,000/, and the discounts 200,000/; and foreign agencies 
have been established in all parts where it was considered 
useful. After providing for the dividend, writing off one- 
fifth (1,608/) of the preliminary expenses, and setting apart 
1,096/ as the basis of a reserve, a sum of 2,836/, less income 
tax on the dividend, remains to be carried forward. 






























































At a meeting of the United Mexican Company, on Mon- 
day, it was resolved to dissolve the present undertaking, 
preliminary to its being re-formed under limited liability. 


A meeting of the Assam Company was held to-day, when 
the report announcing .a dividend of.10 per cent. per annum 
out of the divisible profit of 21,530/ was adopted after some 
discussion. It was stated that the crop of the past season 
amounted to 933,850 lbs of tea, being 53,696 lbs in excess 
of the preceding year, and that the yield for the current sea- 
son is estimated to be at least 1,000,000 lbs. The greater 
part of the 1860 crop has been sold, and the total return for 
that period is calculated at 70,815/. The average price is 
ls 7d per lb, or about 3d less than in the preceding year, 
the general quality of the tea having proved inferior. Fifty 
poorahs of additional land have been brought into cul- 
tivation at Assam, and 457 acres at Cachar. The cost of 
establishing the latter plantations has been wholly defrayed 
out of income, but they are now expected not only to be 
soon self-supporting, but also to leave a profit. The want 
of labour continues to be much felt, owing in a great degree 
to the rapid extension of tea cultivation in Assam. The 
new measure respecting waste lands in India is expected to 
be of considerable value to the Company.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 


FRIDAY NIGHT 

At Mark lane, to-day, there was a somewhat increased, one 
by no means extensive, supply of English wheat on offer, and the |, 
trade for all qualities ruled heavy, but without leading to any 
quotable change in prices, compared with Monday. In foreign 
wheat—the show of which was moderately good—a limited busi- 
ness was transacted, and the currencies were barely supported. 
Oats were rather less firm, owing to a large importation ; otherwise, 
the value of spring corn was well maintained. Flour, both English 
and foreign, moved off heavily, at Monday’s reduction in the quo- 
tations. The top price of town-made was 51s per 280 lbs, This 
week’s imports amount to 8,920 quarters of wheat; 13,910 
barley ; 17,980 oats ; and 250 sacks of flour. 

The corn market, at Liverpool, this morning, was inactive, at 
about Tuesday’s currency. 

The following is M. Othon Trithen’s monthly report of the 
corn trade of Odessa, under date April 18 :—Telegrama from Eng- 
land advising firmer markets, there ise been more animation in the 
corn trade, which has also been strengthened by purchases to load 
the many disposable vessels now in port, and which charterers are 
disinclined to give off with the loss of 10s per ton, which present 
rates of freight would entail. Superior Ghirka and Polish wheats 
are held at equal to 47s cost and freight, down to 39s 6d cost and 
freight for inferior qualities. Barley, 21s 6d cost and freight. 
Maize, 31s 6d cost and freight. There are only 800 casks of tallow 
on the spot for sale in first hands, and these are held at 43s 6d 
free on board ; for shipment, purchases might be effected at 42s 6d 
free on board. Linseed, which is scarce, finds buyers at 51s free 
on board for ready goods.

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ments since last mail amount to 3,500 bales, making a total for the 
season of 60,000 bales.

It is hoped that foreigners expected at the Exhib’- 
tion may prove purchasers for the numerous smaller markets 
which, in the rage for consigning everything to the East, have 
been so long overlooked and must now be very bare. The distress 
amongst our manufacturing operatives still widens and deepens, 
with no other hope of alleviation than that some of the sufferers 
may ultimately be drafted to harvest labour.

EPITOME “OF ‘RAILWAY NEWS. 


TeaFric Receipts.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted for the week ending the 19th of April, on 10,145 
miles, to 518,484/, and for the correeponding week of last year, on 
9,911 miles, to 520, ‘985i, showing an increase of 234 miles, and a decrease 
of 2,501/. The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways amounted 
in the aggregate, on 6,618 miles, to 402,234/; and for the corresponding 
week of 1861, on 6,458 miles, to 402,489/, showing an increase of 160 
miles, and a decrease of 255/. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS, 
LONDON. 

Monpay, April 28.--The railway market this morning opened buoy- 
antly, and a general advance took place, which was followed by a partial 
reaction on the announcement of the new Russian loan. Compared with 
Saturday, the closing prices, which were for the new account, showed in 
most cases a rise of } to} percent. London and North-Western ad- 
vanced } per cent. At the close the tendency was rather unfavourable. 
In the colonial marzet, Grand Trunk improved to 24 to }, while Great 
Western of Cansda receded to 12} to}. An extensive business was 
transacted in foreign descriptions, Belgian shares being especially in 
demand. Although the full rise was not maintained, Sambre and Meuse 
advanced 25+, and Antwerp and Rotterdam, Great Luxembourg, snd 
Namur and Liege 5s to 10s. In American securities, Erie and Illinois 
Central shares rallied. There were few operations in mines, and prices 
showed little change. United Mexican, however, advanced. { 


Tuespay, April 29.—The railway market to-day showed increased 
buoyancy, especially in the afternoon, and closed firmly at a further rise 
of }to 14 per cent. London and North-Western, Great Western, South- 
Eastern, and North British exhibited the chief improvement. Midland and 
Lancashire and Yorkshire were alsoindemand. The final quotations were 
generally at the best point of the day. In the colonial market, Buffalo 
and Lake Huron shares were lower, while Great Western of Canada ad- 
vanced to 12} to §, and Grand Trunk left off steadily at 24 to}.
